TRAGEDY. 


One Han Killed at Sweetwater und 


Another Fatally Wounded. 


A double* tragedy 
occurred in 


Sweetwater, Estnernlda county, last 
Sunday afternoon, resulting in the 
killing of William Cosgrove and the 
fatal wounding of William MoLaugh- 
lin. 


Oosgrove had been shaking dice 


ia a saloon with a man named Duffy, 
and concluded the game by taking 
down a pot he haJu't won. To this 
Duffy mildly demurred, when COB- 
grore got him in a coiner find began 
to hammer him over the head. 


The barkeeper separated tho put- 


ties and threw the rough gambler 
out doors. 
\ 


Cosgrove soon returned with a pis- 


tol, and proposed to play seven up 
for $2 a game with William Mo- 
Laughlin, who was in the saloon. 


They soon got in u dispute about 


the game when Cosgrove called Me- 
Laushhu a bully and challenged him 
out to fight. They btarted to go out, 
and as they reached the door C)s- 
grove wheeled and began to shoot, 
two of the bullets taking effect — one 
in McLaughlm's left hand and the 
other in his abdomen. It is thought 
the latter will prove fatal . McLaugh- 
lin, after being shot, chased Cosgrove 
twice around the house, but his re- 
volver worked badly, and though he 
got it off twice he failed to do any 
execution. He walked back to the 
saloon, when he fell. 


Cosgrove went into a house next 


door and laid down, covering his face 
with a cloth. The crowd was looking 
for him and hearing some one ask, 
"Where is he?" jumped up and said, 
"Here I am," and took u shot at the 
crowd, but failed to hit any one, 


Then Cosgrove got a horse and 


started for the State line, but in the 
meantime Deputy Sheriff Mornn had 
been notified, and went in pursuit. 
When near >he State line Moran 
came upon Cosgrove, and called for 
him to stop, at the same time shoot- 
ing over his head to scare him. 
^Instead of obeying the order, Cos 
grove turned in his saddle and re- 
turned the fire, Moran then shot 
"for keeps," aud hit Cosgrove kill- 
ing him instantly. 


Tne disturbance in the saloon be- 


gan at abont 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon, and at 3:36 Cosgrove was dead. 
Mr. McFadden says the people ap- 
prove Deputy Sheriff Moran's action 
m killing Cosgrove. 


McLanghlin and Ojsgrove have 


been employed in the harvest field, 
by a man named Williams. 
Cos- 


grove was known cs "Shorty," and 
at one time drove a fast freight wagon 
for Wheeler between Caruon and 


McLanghlin, the wounded man <s 


said to be a bad man generally, and 
is said to have lost one of his eyes 
in a shooting scrape before he came 
to this part of the country, and last 
year shot two men at Mill Creek, but 
did not kill them. 
The lust man he 


shot caught McLaughlin some time 
afterwards and wounded him with a 
shotgun. When he recovered from 
his wounds he went to Clinton, Call 
fornia, where be wounded a man 
named Johnson with a pistol, and es 
oaped across the line into this State. 
He served two terms in the Mono 
County Jail for affrays of this nature, 
and was in no more fights until he 
had a quarrel with Rattlesnake Dick 
abont one month ago, in which he 
out Dick in the groin. 
Nothing is 


known of his life previous to his ad- 
vent in this section. 
Cosgrove was 


always a decent man, whose only 
fault was an occasional spree.
